He read from a book on 
the “ Railroads of the 
Republic” 
which 
stated in the chapter that was road that the 
Standard Oil company receiv ed from the v a­ 
rious railroads during eighteen months ro­ 
tates amounting to $1 0 ,0 (» 0 ,0 0 0 and by rea­ 
son of theso rebates crushed out all competi­ 
tion in the oil trade. 
He recommended this 
chapter to the v arious commercial bodies 
that were sonding in petitions « gainst the 
inter-stat© commerce bÜL 
He believ ed that 
if these facts wore laid before any commer­ 
cial body in America it would v ote against 
the continuance of snch outrages. 
Cullom spoke in favor of the conference re­ 
port. 
He said the bill had stood the test of 
scrutiny to w hich it had been subjected by 
the press and the railroad companies. 
The 
feature most objected to was the long and 
short haul cUuse, 
and th at was because it 
w-as either misunderstood or misrepresented. 
He believed tho measure when fairly tested 
wotdd prove l>eneficial both.to the railroads 
and tho public. 
Referring to tho objections 
urged against tho short haul section—th at it 
is indefinite and am biguous—the senator 
argued that but one construction can be 
reasonably placed upon this section, especially 
when considered, as it m ust be, in connection 
v. ith the* other provisions. 
Senator Stanford op|>osed the bill. 
It pro- 
vidod, he said, for the regulation of one 
qvjeies of property which was not extended 
to other sp *cies. “ If,” said the senator, “ rail- 
roading is a legitim ate business, 
and if it is 
only the aggregate of the private property 
contributed 
by 
the stockholders; 
if it 
is m aintained and operated by the labor of 
individuals, what justification there can be 
for 
depriving 
tho 
owners 
of control, 
and 
tho property 
of 
its full earning 
capacity 
within 
tho 
lawrs 
as 
they 
existed nt the time of tho original invest­ 
ment, I am unable to seo 
It seems to me 
clearly th a t is a violation of the rights of 
property , and tho rights of the lal>orer to re­ 
ceive a compensation 
for serv ices performed. 
If this bill shall become a law its conse­ 
quences will be 
most disastrous, in my judg­ 
m ent, to the v arious business interests of the 
country . 
While tho railroad companies hav e 
practically been as free to manage their 
business under the 
common law as those en­ 
gaged in other callings, the country has 
prospered, accommodations hav e been giv en, 
and are giv en th at promote the proeperty of 
every industry . There has been no taking of 
property without compensation, no control 
w ithout ownership. 
And the Anarchists in 
the history of the country have thus far 
found little justification in the example 
of 
the governm ent 
for tho v iolent taking of 
proj>erty .” In conclusion he said there could 
be no valid objection to police regulations,

Later on the doctor testified that Mrs. Em­ 
mons’ conduct during this trial strengthened 
his opinion that she was afflicted with chronic

Then Mrs. Emmons* lawyer, Mr. Garnett, 
cross-examined tho doctor and asked him 
about his examination of Mrs. 
Emmons 
while she was in Bloomingdale asylum, and 
lawyer and witness running off on side issues 
for a moment, the former remarked: 
“Now 
let us go back to Bloomingdale.” To this sug­ 
gestion Mrs. Emmons quickly interposed, 
“ Not if I know i t ” 
Mr. G arnett then questioned the doctor 
about Mrs. Emmons’ special delusion of per­ 
secution by her husband, aud in this way 
cornered the doctor: 
“ How do you know th at it was a delusion; 
did you ever see a wife who thought her hus­ 
band persecuted her before?-’

Tlie servants stood in a 
little group in a ^oorway looking at their 
old master pass away. 
Mr. Roach had been 
unable to articulate for several days, and 
when he wanted anything he wrote his wish 
on a piece of paper. 
Early Sunday the'opi- 
at?s lost their effect 
He could not sleep and 
moved uneasily until he lost consciousness. 
Ho did not recover consciousness, and his 
death was apparently painless, being directly 
due to exhaustion. 
Mr. Roach spoke his last words to Dr. 
Belden Sunday night 
He motioned that he 
wanted to s|>oak, and Dr. Bolden bent over 
him. 
“ How long—how long beforef* he whis­ 
pered. 
“It is almost over,” replied the phy­ 
sician. 
“Are you glad that your suffering 
will bo at an end soon.” 
“Yes; oh glad,*' 
answered the dying man.

[John Roach was born in Ireland in 1898 
and was accordingly 79 years of age. 
When 
10 years old he came to this country, without 
friends or capital, and found em ploym ent in 
a foundry at Howell, N. J. 
By industry hr 
accum ulated a small capital, with, which he 
established a small foundry in New York, 
afterw ard known as the jE tn a Irtn works. 
L ater he purchased the Morgan Iron works, 
the Neptune aud tho Franklin forge, and 
still later the Allaire. 
In 1871 he bought the 
sbip-yards at Chester, Pa., and began the 
work o f building iron ships, in which businew 
he achieved a world-wide reputation. 
He k 
popularly known as the father of American 
iron ship-building. 
A t the commencement 
of his business he employed only four men, but 
later he had 8,000 names on his pay-rolls— 
2,000 at Chester and 1,000 at New \ ork. 
In 
1885 he became financially embarrassed, from 
which condition he never fully recoved. 
Hi* 
embarrassment was emphasized by the rejec­ 
tion of the steamship Dolphin by the navy 
department, which precipitated his assign­ 
ment, assisted by the general depression in 
iron industries that year. 
His assignment 
was, however, in no sense a Jail ure, as his 
assets were largely in excess of his liabil­ 
ities.]

HIS EXPERIENCE WHILE UNDER THE 
INFLUENCE OF ETHER. 


T he Curiouft Thing* w hich Tie ltaincni- 
b ered 
w ith 
I>lMtinctne?A« Bl*|ienomeiia 
in no way C onnected w ith the Sub ­ 
je c t's IndUiduHlity « -l,inew and Wave*. 


T hat which couhl b o remcnilrercd with 
distinctness m ay lx* said to have occurred 
during three periods: (a) Of entrance, (I.) of 
unconcsiousness, and (c) of recovery . 
F irst—The period of entrance, which was 
b rief and w ithout excitement, as was after­ 
w ard learned. 
A* the efforts to b reathe 
deeply were continued, the Inst scntenco 
which could lie voluntarily uttered was a 
rational question in regard to a sheet, which 
an attendant was directed to spread over 
me. 
Then the spreading of the sheet, tho 
touch of the napkin to the face, and the 
coolness of the ether were distinctly felt, 
b u t an effort m ade immediately to sj« ak a 
rational sentence failed from refusal of the 
vocal organs to respond to the idea. 
1 was 
conscious tha t I failed from this cause*. 
W hat this idea was which could not b o 
rpoken could not, unfortunately , b e recalled 
after recovery ; though a t the time when tho 
idea was formed thore was a distinct jugd- 
raent in favor of its rationality , and a re­ 
flection on the failure of the vocal m echan­ 
ism. 
Sw iftly running auras or waves seemed 
to follow one another rapidly from within 
outw ard over tho limb s, and tho “ Ego" 
was gone. 
Second——Tho j>eriod of uneoncsiousness, 
or the wave period. 
There was present 
during this time, and only during this 
tim e, the single impression of two endless 
parallel lines in sw ift longitudinal motion, 
each line b eing deflected at a certain jioiiit 
to form a wave. There was a uniform misty 
b ackground, and only a short section of 
the lines appeared, their total length b eing 
unsuggested. 
They seemed to lie made up 
of points, closely set, so that their longitu­ 
dinal movement was apparent. 
The lower 
line moved from left to l ight, b ut tho di­ 
rection of movement of the upper could not 
b e recalled. 
The lower line wus caught up to the level 
of the upper so as to form a wave. 
At a 
corresponding point a descending wave was 
formed on the upper line, 
m that the tw o 
lines intersected. 
These waves m aintained 
their one position, the idea of motion lieing 
convey ed b y the ¡Joints which m ade up tho 
lines, these seeming to run over the eleva­ 
tions nt a hurried rate, b ut with perfect 
regularity . 
Theie was a constant sound or w hirr, 
not loud, b ut distinct, as of small wheels 
©r a spindle revolving with great swiftness. 
This sound like impression seemed to b e 
connected 
with 
tho running lines, and 
ceased as they disappeared. 
(It may b e 
rem arked in passing that the only ob jective 
constant sound in the room was made b y an 
argand gasb urner. 
The ob jective sound 
did not resemb le this, and, moreover, sud­ 
denly disappeared.) 
These phenomena occupied the whole field. 
There were present no dream s or visions in 
any w ay .connected with hum an affairs, no 
ideas or impressions akin to any thing in 
past exporeiure, no emotions, of course, no 
idea of personality . 
There was no concep­ 
tion os to w hat b eing it was tha t was re­ 
garding the tw o lines, or that there 
existed 
any such thing as a b eing; the lines and 
waves were all. 
A fter an indefinite time, w ithout vurii 
tiou of the ab ove phenomena, the line in t! 
ascending part of the lower wave grow un­ 
steady , secondary waves b eing moment­ 
arily estab lished on the m ain curve. 
Once 
or tw ice tho wdiole lower wave fell with an 
instantaneous motiou, b ut it was a t once re 
stored. 
T hird.—Period of recovery . 
Ju st a t this 
juncture I w as conscious of taking a deep 
inspiration, followed b y a respiratory pulse, 
the succeeding inspiration b eing ‘accom­ 
panied b y a slight sound produced b v air 
passing a lax, soft palate w hen the m outh i- 
open. 
W ith this first conscious inspiration came 
instantly the first idea or thought of any 
considerab le scope—namely , that 
such a 
respiration during the etherization would 
indicate deep narcosis, near death. 
There 
was no fear of death or other emotion 
rather feeling of interest and curiosity as to 
w hether I had b een near tho edge of life 
while more deeply under the a n tithe tic 
The waves were now last, very rapidly , b ut 
not quite instantaneously , in spite of a 
strong and determ ined effort to retain a 
view of them. 
I was still unab le to speak 
or move. 
Somewhere in this period, prob ab ly after 
the long inspiration, and certainly ‘b efore 
the waves disappeared and consciousness 
fully returned, came a num b er of curious 
ideas and impressions, many of which are 
wholly b ey ond recall, even the order of 
those remembered being unknown, except 
os indicated above. 
All that can b e hou- 
« rtly done la to mention them one after 
another, w ith no attempt at sequences. 


I w as most profoundly impressed tha t I 
had b een given u glimpse a t tho sirnjHcst 
oxprtw ion or essential nature of human ex­ 
istence. it sromcd perfectly clear that those 
lines represented, or rather wore my exist­ 
ence (i. c., as a soul), and tha t the waves 
wen* inv hum an or anim al life constituted a 
temps irury modification of a prim ary con­ 
dition. TSic waves WTrc exceedingly deli­ 
cate, aw l tho slightest disturb ing force could 
apparently cause* them to disappear and 
leave ordy tw o lin**« . 
(This 
idi-a was 
strengthened b y the flickering of the wave 
ab ove mentioned.) 
The idea ob tained that there was a totally 
new conception to me ffml to m ankind, and 
that I must rem em b er all tha t occurred 
and recount it on completely returning to 
consciousness. 
There was undoub tedly 
definite order in which the various phases of 
consciousness returned, and 1 determ ined to 
grasp and rememl» or tho new* impressions as 
they cam« * one l» y one b efore me. 
A t first 
there was no doub t that this could readily 
b o done, all aCcmod so clear; b ut os I b e 
came m ore and more ab le to understand tlie 
surroundings in tho room I was less and 
levs ab le to m nernb er that which 1 « a 
strongly wished and strove to retain. There 
was now a knowledge that there was an in­ 
fluence or pow*< r, ab solute in authority , 
felt b ut not seen, entirely impersonal, sepa­ 
rate from me and from hum anity . 
Thcao 
anrmed as evident at, that time as does now 
the existence of m aterial ob jects around. 
The inind made no question of it while the 
effect of the other was present. 
In the 
hands of this power memory wtood helpless, 
controlled b y its m ighty influence. 
Firm ly , 
inexorab ly was rny determ ination 
swept 
aside, and I was prevented, in spit« » of the 
strongest effort and the most b urning de­ 
sire, from returning to full consciousness 
w ith a distinct knowledge of things which 
to m an have alway s Ij'v'n m y sterious.—— 
George E. Shoemaker, M. I)., in Therapeutic

An Office of U niversal In form ation for 
tin* l ‘ul>licwNjm|» lc Sy stem of A rran ge­ 
m e n t—fu riou s Q ueries Deceived from 
WI« l« *ly D ifferent Sources. 


“ Nothing is so easy as tin* invention of 
y esterday ,” is a truism of particular force 
when b rought in connection w ith tho univer­ 
sal know ledge and inform ation ofllce situatod 
in Southam pton street, Bloomsb ury , which 
will prob ab ly Ik* b est known to the our 
readers from the sight of elongated ¡jersons 
w ith lugub rious faces, dress« *! in coats reach- 
ing to their feet, and carry ing a lightly made 
d« *sk, walking along the m ain thorough fares 
for all the world like a series of new and re­ 
vised éditons of the W andering Jew*. 
These 
men are peram b ulating b ranch offices of the 
central inform ation « jffiee, and any question 
given to them in w riting will lx* forw arded 
to headquarters and replied to w ithout loss 
of time. 
The history of this rem arkab le in 
stitutiou is b rief b ut curious, since it differ 
from all sim lar undertakings in the fact that 
it is neither a commercial concern nor 
money speculation. 
The estab lishm ent of a 
universal knowledge aud inform ation office 
is entirely « lue to Lord Truro, who started the 
offic« 3 with the doub le ob ject of b enefiting 
the pub lic and providing a new opening for 
the em ploy m ent of women. 
“ It was m y 
idea,” said tho founder of tho b ureau in th 
coin's« * of an interview we had with him on 
a recent occasion, “ to found a central office, 
where any person could have any (¡uestion 
answered w ithout delay , where researches 
into literature, science and a rt could b e con­ 
ducted, where all languages could lx* w ritten 
or transposed, calculations b e made, and 
statistics b o kept alw ay s availab le.” 
Such 
an institution is now in a flourishing state of 
existence and its work is as various as it is 
interesting. 
A SIMPLE SYSTEM. 
The sy stem of arrangem ent is simple. Cor 
resijondcnts have b een appointed in every 
tow n of im portance throughout the world. 
Its interor working is divided into depart­ 
ments, each com prising a range of sub jects, 
from agriculture to liindoostani and from 
literature to engineering. 
A large staff, 
comprising over thirty persons, is kept on 
the premises, and am ong them are linguists 
capab le of w riting and translating every 
tongue from Welsh to Japanese and from 
Bortugues© to Greek. 
One is a practical 
chemist, another an engineer, while among 
the rest are artists, designers, ladies well up 
in the various kinds of lino work, tapestry , 
etc., and gentlem en of lib eral education and 
literary knowledge for general research. 
Beside those some 200 others are employ ed 
on various errands. 
A large staff is kept 
m aking researches a t the British museum, 
another a t the Guildhall lib rary . 
In short, 
there is no b ranch of knowledge, language 
or Kill » iftet; nn XVLiftVl immoiiinfa t

curious collection of foreign money and 
stamps.

Others dem and a list of the 
different appointm ents in the gift of the 
governm ent for which no exam ination is r« 
quired, the first mention of the mehdi, and 
where it occurs, why St. Jam es is the patron 
saint of Cupar-Fife and fourteen or fifteen 
names of men who deal in cotton waste in 
Spain. One correspondent writes from Japan 
to learn “ the French for opium caste,” and 
another from W orcester asks “ W ho is in 
¡jossession of tw o estates in S anta Cruz 
It is the ladies, however, who distinguish 
themselves the most, and their queri« *s art 
as various as they are instructive.

F ou r C y linders to a Locom otive. 
“ There is a revolution im pending in the 
construction of locomotive*,” said a railroad 
engineer the other day . “ and the im prove­ 
m ent, I understand, is due to the success of 
the triple expansion engines on ocean steam ­ 
ers. 
Not that compound engines are to b e 
used for locomotives, b ut if a num b er of 
cy linders aggregating the same power will 
save coal on an o'-ean steam er why not on n 
locomotive. 
The fact that the present sy s­ 
tem is not the b est has b een well known for 
a long time. 
The transm ission of ¡.owe: 
through the connecting rods to tho two 
driver’s is an uneconomical wav a t b est, and 
when in going ftround curves the wheels are 
not ab le to turn in unison one or the « jther 
must slip so long as they are rigidly con­ 
nected. 
“ Now it is proposed to use four cy linders 
instead of two, one ¡siir for each set of 
driv(*i*s. The aggregate power of the four is 
eqnall to that of the two now used, b ut it 
was found in a series of exrjoriments made nt 
Woolwich arsenal in England b y the British 1 
w ar offlw tha t the power used to move the 
locomotive itself was from 20 to 40 per c< nt. 
less with four cy linders than with two. 
The 
experim ents were m ade with an old two 
cy linder loconr» (.vcaltcrcd to us« * Tour cvlin- 
dors. 
(;f conn * the resu» ts were not equal 
to those that couM lie ob tain*si v ith n 
machine made to order. 
The coaling loco 
m otive will have a pair of cy lidners for each 
driving wheel axle.” —New Y ork Sun. 
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or sub ject on which im m ediate inform ation 
cannot b e given, providing it is not a ques­ 
tion requiring lengthy research.

however, tw o things which the office will not 
do, and ab out these Lord Truro, who, b y the 
wav, personally superintends the 
b ureau 
every day , is very particular.

down tha t the office shall not interfere with 
any of the professions. 
The arrangement* in Southampton street 
are admirable, but although established only 
in J anuary, 1884 , the work has outgrown the 
space allotted to it and larger premises will 
have to be shortly sought. Several hundred 
letters are received every morning and more 
continue to pour in throughout the day. 
Every letter is at once attended to and put 
into the lmuds of a lady or gentleman in 
w’hoso department the inquiry may b e. The 
questions are next registered in a book and 
the answer when sent is also recorded. 
Some of these queries are exceedingly curious 
and give an interesting insight into the bent 
of people’s minds. 
They comprise every 
subject, known or unknown languages to be 
translated into English and back again— 
and we may here note that a very large 
number of queries come from abroad. 
The 
payment for the» foreign questions is gener­ 
ally made in money or stamps of the country 
from which the letters come, and in this 
way Lord Truro has acquired a large and 


acquainted. 
The charges m.ido for a nsr-ftr- 
ing such quest ions u.s t lies« * vary considerab ly , 
from 1 shilling for un ordinary query to sev* 
oral pounds for researches extending o\ er a 
lengthy period.—London Glob e.
